Strike Halts Production At Soda 
Ash Plant With Far Reaching 
Results

It's quite possible that you've 
mever heard of soda ash, Until 
quite recently it did not figure very 
much in the news. But whether 
you know it or not, it affects al- 
most every phase of your daily life, 
says the Sarnia Canadian Observer, 

Soda ash is an industrial neces- 
sity. It is produced at only one 
factory in Canada — a compara- 
tively small chemical plant at Am- 
herstburg, The employees number 
only four hundred, but they happen 
to be on strike. The result is this: 

The big paper mills are worried 
over the possibility of cutting pro- 
duction, even tnaking temporary 
layoffs, because they are running 
short of soda ash. 

The production of aluminum, 
from which so many household 
utensils are made, is being cut ap- 
preciably for want of soda ash. 

Bottle manufacturers and users 
are making frantic appeals to the 
public to conserve bottles. The 
dairy industry, according to the 
president of the National Dairy 
Council, can only function normally 
for a short time more unless house- 
wives return every possible bottle. 
All this for want of soda ash 

And if the Amberstburg strike 
were settled today, it-would take 
nearly two months to get glass- 
making furnaces back to the re- 
quired 2,700-degree temperature.

Radar Plowin 
Solves So blem 


Manpower 


If you are a farmer, how would 
you like to do your plowing by sit- 
ting in one corner of a big field, 
and by just turning a few knobs, 
operate one to six tractors at the 
same time? asks the St. Thomas 
Times-Journal. That is not an H. 
G. Wells vision of things to come, 
but is actually here. It has been 
done in England, where,*generally 
speaking, the farms are smaller 
than in Canada 

The tractor used in this case was 
the ordinary type-fitted with what 
is known: as the Queen Bee’ appa- 
ratus for controlling pilotléss 
planes. In a recent public demon- 
stration the - control 
one corner of a 14 acre field, and 
the tractor was all set to go when 
the controls.were operated. It then 
began to move by itself, and made 
right of left turns perfectly. It 
plowed 650 feet of furrows In 10 
minutes. 

‘Although only one tractor was 
used, other experiments by the 
Royal Aeronautical 
at Farnbotoggh, Kent, sho 
that one man could just as easil 
handle half a dozen. Radar plow- 
ing can go a long way toward sol- 
ving the manpower problem on the 
farms.

Soviet Evangelists 
Active In Canada 


“Cultural’”’ Delegation of Visit- 
ing Russians to Appear in 
Every City in Canada 


Recent articles. in The Financial 
Post have pointed out that Canada 
is inevitably going to be the target 
of a vigorous Russian effort to 
soften us up ideologically as part of 
the Kremlin’s offensive against the 
demoncracies. 3 

Interesting additional confirma- 
tion comes in the current “evangel- 
istic campaign” being staged by a 
“cultural” delegation .of visiting 
Russian editors and stage artista, 
under the sponsorship of the Uk- 
tainian Society for Cultural Ties 
"Abroad, an offic’el Soviet organi- 
zation. 

Mass meetings diligently man- 
aged by local Russophiles, greet the 
delegation wherever it goes. A 
festival in their honor at Edmonton 
drew 15,000. 

Urkainians and Russians com- 
prise Canada’s third largest racial 
group, after British and French. 
Most of them live in tightly knit 
community clusters. The cultural 
delegation is understood to be ap- 
pearing in every city and town 
across Canada where a Slavie 
cluster exists, 

We saw this delegation arrive at 
Toronto’s Union Station, watched 
the fervent crowd of several hun- 
dred who had gone there early in 
the morning to bid the visitors 
welcome, listened to impassioned 
speeches in the station waiting 
room, saw the clenched fist Com- 
munist salutes that were popping 
all over the place. We wondered 
what would have happened if Can- 
ada tried sending a “cultural” dete.

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Apply Varnish 
With Full Brush 


Varnish should always be applied 
‘with a full brush and. “flowed” on 
in a light even coat.. The vigorous 
back and forth motion ordinarily 
associated with painting should not 
be used for varnish. Such a motion 
causes the material tc foam under 
the brush and to dry in a rough- 
ened film. 

Specks appearing on a newly 
varnished surface indicate that dust 
or the varnish brush was not com- 
pletely clean. When a brush has 
been used in varnish and not thor- 
oughly cleaned with turpentine, the 
inside poxtion of the brush may 
become coated with small soft skins 
of varnish which loosen the next 
time” the brush is used and mar the 
finish.

Farm Incomes 
Greatly Exceed 
Operating Cax‘s 


The latest figures issued by tix 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics j re 
vide a rough measurement between 
the present income ot Canadias 
farmers and their costs of oj; cra 
tion, reports the Winnipeg Free 
Press. The new statistics reflect 
the large gains of Camadian acer: 
culture since the beginning of the 
war — gains in price which far «x 
ceed increased operating costs 

The average cost of operation 
on the Canadian farm, as estimated 
by the Bureau of Statistics is 38.6 
per cent higher now than it was on 
the average between 1935 and 194 
These costs take into consideration 
farm implements, building mater- 
ials, gasoline, oil and grease, feed, 
fertilizer, binder twine, seed, hard- 
ware, tax rates, interest rates and 
farm wages. 

As against an increased operat- 
ing cost of 38.6 per cent, the in- 
crease in the price of farm pro- 
ducts on the average throughout 
Canada is reckoned at 82.7 per 
cent. 


’Planes Fly Almost 
As Fast As Sound 


Only 40 years ago the speed per 
mitted motor cars on the strects 
of cities, towns and villages in On- 
tario was 10 miles per hour — 15 
miles in the country. But vehicles 
were already travelling at high 
epeed in special trials, says Ihe 
Toror® Star. A railway train had 
made a short distance record of 
180 miles an hour.in 1901, and a 
motor car was to attain the same 
apeed during a trial in 1908. 

But men took to the Ww and 
flew at speeds hitherto unknown. A 
Gloster Meteor has just established 
a world record of 617 miles an 
hour. That is better than 10 miles 
a minute. It is better than 900 
feet per second, and sound (in air) 
travels only 1,000 feet per second 

Man is traveling in the air al. 
most as fast as sound docs, and 
mo one can tell what further speed 
the future holds.

Vital information on diagnosis and early treatment of radiation 
sickness is expected to be obtained from a cargo of 2500 goats, pigs 
and rats, recently landed from the USS Burleson at Washington 
Navy Yard. The animals, survivors of the 5000 used in the Bikini 
Atoll atom bomb tests, will be studied by scientists at the Naval 
Medical Research Center, Bethesda, Md., for possible effects of 
radioactivity on bumans. Some of the animals developed an 
anemic condition after being exposed to the bomb’s rays and were 
given blood to keep up their blood count, like “Goat 
No. 23,” pictured above.

Writing of his early manhood as 
a Mississippi river pilot, Mark 
Twain relates his experience with 
the closed shop.

and pathetic past.”

Thanksgiving

Thanksgiving day has been cele- 
brated ever since the early settlers, 
aiter.suffering many privations and 
hardships had their efforts reward- 
ed by a bountiful harvest promising | 
food for all. All over the world’ 
this year people in many lands will 
be offering prayers of thanks for 
the food that has been harvested. 
For many it will be the first real 
harvest for a number of y« .rs. The 
people of Canada should te more 
thankful than any other for the 
bountiful harvest they have been 
given. 

Poultry, either chicken or turkey 
is usually the meat served at the 
Thanksgiving dinner. If you have a 
nice fat chicken for the occasion 
there will be quite a bit of fat to 
take out when it is being cleaned. 
This chicken fat, after it is ren- 
dered, as well as the fat saved dur- 
ing the cooking is exccilent for 
baking. Excess fat should be pour- 
ed off while the chicken is roast- 
ing, leaving only enough in the 
pan for basting and for making 
gravy. With the scarcity of fats in 
general, it is a wise homemaker 


who saves all the chicken fat she. 


can; it has the texture and richness 
of butter, but like other unsalted 
fats, requires the addition of a lit- 
tle salt to the amount asked for in 
the recipe.

Wash grapes and press pulp from 
skins, Add 1 cup boiling water to 
the pulp, cook 5 minutes. Rub 
through a sieve to remove seeds 
and to the pulp add % cup sugar 
and soaked gelatine; stir until gela- 
tine is dissolved and add green col- 
oring. Cool until it begins to set. 
Beat until light, turn into a wet 
mould and chill until firm. To the 
skins add 1 cup boiling water; cook 
§ minutes and add % cup sugar 
Cool. To serve, unmould the jellied 
pulp.

Should Unions : 
Use Secret Ballet? 


What is the basis of the wide-., 
spread feeling that labor unions are- 


undemocratic, and that a fair union 
vote cannot be assured without 
outside interference? [t is that in 
all too many instances union meet- 
ings, have, in fact, been railroaded 
by highly local minorities. It is 
that the voting procedures in some 


_ unions: do, in fact, lend themselves 


to high-pressure tactics, asserts the 
Calgary Herald. 

The standing vote procedure can 
be used by an unscrupulous leader 
somewhat like this: “Our negotia- 
tions with the management have 
broken down. The only way we can 
win our rights is to fight for them 
—to go on strike, Anycite who 
won't strike is a scab and a traitor 


to the cause of organized labor. 


How many of you want to be scabs? 
Stand up and let’s have a look at 
you.” Can such a vote be reported 
a fair expression of opinion? 

The solution to this problem fics 
with labor itself. It is to make the 
essentially democratic nature of 
labor unior!sm so obvious as to be 
above question and above reproach. 
In an overwhelmingly democratic 
country such as Canada, that 
should be the wish of all but the 
smallest minority of organized la- 
bor. 

The mést important thing for all 
workers to insist on is a secret bal- 
lot and an impartial count in all 
votes on important union decisions, 
This is the very essence of democ- 
racy, and has been universally rec- 
ognized in all democratic countries 
for ‘scores of years. The adoption 
of the secret ballot by all whions 
in Canada would be one effective 
answer to the charge that union 
votes cannot be trusted

‘Milk Will Still 


Be Cheap Food 
In Comparison With Average 
Prices in United States 
It Is a Bargain 


Now that Canadians know de- 
finitely that they are going to pay 
more for the milk delivered to their 
doorstep, many will ask: “Is it ne- 
cessary?” The man who produces 
the milk, the dairy farmer, will no 
longer get his Dominion bonus of 
55 cents and the consumer must 
now pay that amount plus a further 
increase to compensate for higher 
production costs, says the Ottawa 
Journal. 

The whole matter of price has 
been turned over to the Provincial 
Boards, who for weeks now have 
been hearing the claims of farmers 
for increases and the demands of 
,consitmer representatives that it will 
be injurious to the health of Can- 
adians if milk consumption is re- 
duced as a result of too high prices. 
There is something to be said on 
both sides.

Coming on top of the Idss of the 
two cent a quart consumers’ sub- 
sidy earlier this Summer, the fur- 
ther increase of three cents on Oc- 
tober 1 is going to dent the house- 
wife’s budget. But it also means 
relief for the Dominion Treasury as 
the major part of the increases 
which the consumer will be called 
upon to pay formerly came out of 
taxes. , : 

Should the increases actually re- 
sult in decreased consumption there 
will be real cause for worry.

Most controversy will be over 
the demand of producers and dis- 
tributors in many provinces, in- 
cluding Ontario, for price ad- 
vances in excess of the subsidy., 
But labor and all costs are jump- 
ing up these days, and the costs of 
dairy farmers. and milk distribu- 
tors are no exception, If only an 
increase equivalent to the amount 
of the subsidy loss were allowed, 
about one and a half cent a quart,

The game conservation branch 
has tried everything short of poison 
but their efforts have been fruitless. 
Known chemical repellents were 
used without success. Now chem- 
ists have been asked to prepare 
new ones. 

The only immediate solution in 
sight was to deport them and this 
is what is being done. A few weeks 
ago 14 were flown from the Hud- 
won Bay Railway line to.

A friend of ours was calling on 
us one evening not so long ago, 
and happened to notice, hanging in 
a clothes-closet, an ancient, bat- 
tered. but still striking-looking 
man’s Lath-robe.

Big Stanley was recalled to our 
mind just recéfitiy when some 15,- 
000 sports-lovers packed ~ Maple 
Leaf Gardens to see a match be- 
tween Whipper Billy Watson and 
Wild Bill Longson—a bout. which, 
we were unamazed to see, finished 
up with what we used to call the 
Number Three of “Virtue Unre- 
warded” ending: same being the 
one where Our Hero wins a great 
moral triumph but is gypped out 
of the just fruits of victory.through 
the connivance of a villainous vil- 
lain and an unscrupulous referee, 

But all that by the way. The 
reason why that huge crowd 
brought Stasiak to mind was be- 
cause he, more than any other one 
person, was responsible for turn- 
ing Toronto into one of the best 
wrestling centres on the continent.

For the late Stasiak, although 
never a great wrestler, was beyond 
compare as. an actor — one who 
could, with little or no effort, in 
a matter of moments turn an order- 
ly crowd of spectators into a fren- 
zied mob, howling for his gore and 
striving to tear him limb from 
limb. He was a real genius, no 
fooling, and one of the funniest in- 
cidents we recall of a fairly long 
and close connection with him is 
the time the paper for which we 
were covering wrestling decided to 
send an artist along to make some 
drawings to run with our story.

Peace Parley 


At Paris Ends 


Despite Numerous Clashes 
Proposals Pave Way For 
Final Agreement 


The Conference of Paris, which 
in eleven wecks of gruelling work 
produced the first more or less 
complete texts of the first five 
peace treaties, will hold its last 
formal session and.will then pass 
into history, says the New York 
Times. Even more than most 
peace conferences, it brought heart- 
breaks to many, disappointed many 
hopes, and in its end result pleased 
few, if anybody. But considering 
the way the stage had been set for 
it and the limitations placed upon 
its freedom of action, it did well 
enough, Despite the numerous 
clashes that were, its most out- 
standing feature, it did not break 
down but accomplished its task on 
schedule time. If it was unable to 
change what the Big Powers had 
previously agreed upon, it did give 
voice to\the conscience of mankind 
and on pbvints not previously de- 
termined it was able to make re- 
commendations to correct the 
greatest wrongs. 


a * * 


What the. Conference was un- 
able to do was to bridge fhe gulf 
between Russia’s pan-Slavic bloc 
and the Western democracies.) It 
did build bridges. by means of the 
recommendations passed by a two- 
thirds majority, which, if accepted 
by the Big Four (who must ap- 
prove the final tests), provide 
a way for final agreement. But 
the gulf remains, and Mr. Molotov 
made it plain in his last speech 
that Russia scorns the bridges 
and will continue to challenge 
every’ decision ‘of the Conference 
not to its liking. 

= * * 


After agreeing to the Conference 
and fighting for a two-thirds ma- 
jority, Russia now in effect repudi~ 
ates both, and throws the long- 
debated issues back into the-lap of 
the Foreign Ministers Council, 
which meets in New York next 
month. Yet the Council will do 
well to remember that even after 
it finishes with the treaties these 
must still go to the Governments 
of the United Nations for. final 
ratification, and that, if Mr. Molo- 
tov as the representative of a dic- 
tatorship need not worry about 
public opinion at home. all demo- 
cratic Governments must.

. During the past few months; 
Canadian homemakers have had to 
use different types of “Thickeners” 
for sauces, etc. The Consumer sec- 
tion of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture has received many 
inquiries as to the relative thicken- 
ing power of wheat, potato and rice 
fours, cornstarch and most recently 
wheat starch. After experimenting 
with these different flours and 
starches, they have found that rice 
and potato flours and wheat starch 
have approximately the same thick- 
ening power as cornstarch and 
twice as much as all purpose flour. 

Eggs are also thickeners and 
when the supply is ‘plentiful they 
can be used in place of starch or 
flour thickeners. Conversely when 
they are scarce and consequently 
high priced they may be replaced, 
at least in part, by other thickeners, 
One-half .ablespoon of cornstarch 
or 1 tablespoon of all-purpose flour 
may be substituted for 1 egg and 
vice versa. 

Comparative Table for Thickeners 
(1 Cup of Liquid) 


Cornstarch... 1% thisp. 
White Flour... 3 thisp. 
Wheat Starch _. 1 tbisp. + 2 tsp. 


Rice Flour... Itblisp. + 2 tsp. 
Potato Flour 1 thisp. + 2 tsp. 


CHOCOLATE CREAM 


2 ounces unsweetened chocola 

3 cups milk . 

4 tablespoons cornstarch (% cup) 
or 8 tablespoons white flour (% 
cup) or 4 % tablespoons of either 
wheat sterch, rice or potato flour

Add chocolate to 2% cups of the 
milk and heat in top of double 
boiler until chocolate is melted. 
Mix cornstarch or white flour or 
either of the other thickencrs with 
sugar and salt and blend with the 
remaining half-cup of milk. Add 
slowly to hot mixture in top of 
double boiler and stir constantly 
until mixture thickens. Cook for 20 
“to 30 minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Add well beaten egg yolk and. cook 
3 minutes. Remove from heat, add 
flaveuring and fold in the beaten 
egg white. Chill. Six servings. 

LEMON SNOW 

4 tablespoons cornstarch (1% cup) 
or 4 ¥% tablespoons of either wheat 

starch, rice or potato flour 

% cup sugar 

\% teaspoon salt 

# cups boiling water 

lemon 

2 egg whites 

Mix cornstarch or either wheat 
starch, rice or potato flour with 
sugar and salt thoroughly together. 
Gradually add boiling water,. stir- 
ring constantly. Cook over direct 
heat until thick and clear, about 5 
minutes. Add grated lemon rind 
and juice(3 tablespoons) and pour 
the hot mixture slowly over the 
stiffly beaten egg whites, stirring 
until well blended. Pour into in- 
dividual sherbets and chill. Serve 
with custard sauce using egg yolks.

After a busy. season of canning 


fruits and yegetables, of making . 
jams, jellies\and pickles, the home-” 


maker is now counting her chit¢kens 


for ‘another canning bee. 


Chicken or fowl should stand 24 
hours after killing,.then they may 
be canned either raw or pre-cooked. 


For Raw Canning 

Skin and excess fat are taken 
off. Then the chicken or fowl is 
cut in large pieces (drumsticks, 
thighs, breast, back anc wings). 
All pieces should be boned except 
the drumsticks, then the raw meat 
is packed in clean jars or in plain 
tin cans, leaving 44 inch headspace. 
A drumstick is placed In the center 
of the container, this allows heat 
to penetrate more casily to the 
center of the containers during pro- 
cessing and will also improve the 
flavour of the meat. Salt is added 
during the packing, allowing one 
teaspoon to a quart sealer or 28-oz. 
tin can. Other seasonings in the 
form of 1 carrot and 1 small onion 
may be added to taste. No liquid 
should be added. Glass sealers are 
then partially sealed and tin cans 
completely sealed for processing. 


Glass sealers and tin cans are 
processed for one hour in the pres- 
sure cooker at 15 Ibs. pressure, or 
in the boiling water bath for 3 
hours, counting the time from when 
the water begins to boil, that is 
a good rolling boil. The glass 
sealers are seated as soon as they 
are removed from the pressure 
cooker or the boiling water bath 
and cooled in an upright position. 
Sealers should never .be inverted 
te cool. Tin cans must be cooled 
immediately and rapidly i. .a cold 
water bath or under cold running 


water. &. 
For Pre-Cooked Canaing 


The excess fat should be removed 
but the skin left on and the chicken 
or fowl cut up in pieces. The 
pieces are then put in a kettle with 
water. To a fowl of about 4% Ibs. 
1 pint of water is added and the 
fowl boiled for one hour in the 
closely covered kettle. For @ 
chicken of the ‘same weight, 1 cup 
only of water is added and the 
boiling time is cut in half. After 
fowl or chicken is pre-cooked, the 
skin and bones are removed and 
the liquid strained through a cheese 
cloth and then cooled. The sur- 
tinue fat should be removed when 
liquid. is cold. The cooked meat 
is then packed in glass sealers or 
tii cans with one teaspoon of salt 
per quart*sealer or 28-oz. tin can, 
The liquid is then brought to the 
boil and added to cover the meat, 
leaving % inch headspace. 


Glass sealers and tin cans are 
processed for one hour in the pres- 
sure cooker at 15 Ibs. pressure, or 
ix. the boiling water bath for three 
hours, counting the time from when 
the water begins to boil, that is 
a good rolling boil. The glass seal- 
ers are sealed as soon as they are 
removed from the pressure cooker 
or the boiling water bath and then 
cooled in an upright position. Seal- 
ers should never be inverted to 
cool. Tin cans must be cooled im- 
mediately and quickly in a cold 
water bath or under cold running 
water. 


One chicken of 4 to 5 pounds will 
approximately fill one quart sealer 
and one pint sealer or one 28-02. 
can and one 20-oz. can.

Time For Painting - 
Around The Farm 


Early fall is an opportune -time 
for painting around the farm be- 
cause it is then that the farm build 
ings are most in need of protection 
supplied by good paint. Wood that 
has become parched and dry during 
the summer will be exposed to the 
rigours of winter. 


Metal, too, needs protection with 
paint against rust. Impléments 
should be painted after the summer 
and fall work is done. Much of 
the life and Servieeahility of farm 
equipment depends on thé protec- 
tive care given during the fall and 
winter. 


Buildings in‘ out of the 


way 
places, such as eaves, should. be 
well coated with paint. Using an 


old brush to get at awkward corn- 
ers will sAve a good brush for the 
straight-away surfaces. Paint pre- 
serves waterspouts, eaves, and 
other metal fixtures around the 
farm. If metal is rusted, it should 
be sand-papered or wire-brushed 
down to the shiny metal surface be- 
fore priming and painting. Paint 
will prevent rust on a clean pipe, 
but it will only retard, not stop, 
the work of rust going on under 
the paint.
